The secret documents constitute 
only a fraction of the total weight 
to be moved—30 to 40 tons of the 
3,000 ton total. 
But, if piled one on top of the 
other, the documents would reach 
a height of possibly 2,500 feet— 
almost five times as high as the 
Washington Monument.

Now Hoffa is due back on Jan . 
6 for retrial of th e ch arges th at h e 
illegally wire tapped h is Detroit 
aides. Th e estimate is th at th is 
retrial will run Hoffa upward of 
$25,000. 
Th ese ex pen ditures are just th e 
in stallmen ts on th e h igh cost of due 
process an d perpetual in n ocen ce. 
In a crimin al trial th e defen se re­ 
tain ers an d court costs are fre­ 
quen tly out-rocketed by th e prepa­ 
ration purse. 
Before Hoffa walked in to th e v ari­ 
ous federal courtrooms wh ose seats 
h e warmed for weeks, h is in v esti­ 
gators fan n ed out aroun d th e U.S. 
probin g in to prospectiv e witn esses, 
doin g tremen dous r e s e a r c h on 
e v e r y con ceiv able gov ern men t 
mov e. 


THOUSANDS of n ewspaper clips 
were ph otostated. Radio broadcasts 
were taped.

I h av e a 
wh ite oak ch un k th at was taken off 
a log just abov e th e stump of a 
tree h it by ligh tn in g th at I h av e 
been try in g to destroy for two win ­ 
ters an d still h av e n ot been able 
to burn . It will glow, but it will 
n ot flame. 
Th e secret of firebuildin g, of 
course, is to h eat th e wood. In or­ 
der to do th at, th e wood must be 
arran ged in a position to get h ot. 
It must be close to th e source 
of th e h eat, mean in g th e core of th e 
fire. On New Y ear’s Day I burn ed 
all th e trimmin gs an d th e main 
parts of two trees th at were cut 
down on ly a mon th ago.

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Everybody Waiting For Ail Upturn 


One theme runs through all the educated 
guesswork about the economic prospects for 
1958: There will be an upturn after the dip. 


The economic guessers feel sure there will 
be because there always has been, which is as 
good a reason as any. Nevertheless, it is not 
automatically guaranteed that an upturn will 
occur, unless the same thing that has caused 
it to occur in the past is still a dependable 
factor in the long-term outlook. 
The indispensable element in all the upturns 
of the past has been the productivity of U S. 
enterprise — the secret of this country's ris­ 
ing standard of living. 
This alone has been the built-in guarantee 
that no dip in the rate of economic activity 
will turn into a permanent decline. It alone 
has given rise to confidence in an eventual 
upturn to follow every downturn. 


Even when the upturns were accelerated bv 
war booms, as they were in 1940 and again in 
1950. the incredible productivity of U.S. enter­ 
prise was still the sustaining element in the 
nation’s ability to make n e w economic 
triumphs. 


IT IS A WRY JOKE among economic guess­ 
ers that-the productivity of the United States 
always has been underestimated, because it 
never has been bound by any of the condi­ 
tions that the guessers had to take into ac­ 
count when they did their guesswork. 


They never made proper allowance for im­ 
provements in efficiency of production; that 
was their downfall. 
But if they ever went to the other extreme 
and overestimated the improvement factor, in­ 
stead. their error would be just as great in 
the other direction. 


South Sea Isle

They are interested in four things. The 
first is what has interested all explorers— 
a challenge 
to 
pit 
their 
ingenuity 
and 
strength against the adversities of the un­ 
known. The second is what has interested 
many explorers—the chance to lay claim to 
unclaimed territory. The third is the privilege 
of filling in the gaps of knowledge about 
the earth—tlie purpose of the Geophysical 
Year, now in progress. The fourth is power 
over the destiny of mankind—and this is 
difficult to define, though it may well be the 
greatest of the four interests in this dawning 
era of competition for control of space sur­ 
rounding the earth. 
Even airplanes now fly routinely over the 
North Pole. Rockets will allow for no dif­ 
ferences between the ends of the earth and its 
other land and water expanses. There is no 
weather in space, only a conception of dis­ 
tance that already has been shattered by the 
globe-circling flights of Russia’s satellites in 
less time than it used to take to walk to the 
country store. In less than half a generation, 
there will be no part of the earth’s surface 
space left to conquer.

There is no automatic guarantee of im­ 
provement in productivity. 
The guarantee is founded wholly on the 
probability that Americans will search relent­ 
lessly for improvement; that they never will 
be content to settle for less national wealth 
while there is a possibility of creating more. 
This has been the secret of the world’s high­ 
est standard of living. 
It will be the secret of the awaited upturn. 
if the credo is still sound. Jobs must be made 
before they can be worked at. Wealth must 
be created before it can be turned into bene­ 
fits. New products and new ways of doing 
things must be thought of. planned, produced 
and distributed before they can be turned to 
good account in the national economy. 


THE UPTURN that everybody is waiting 
for will not occur without the same effort that 
made it occur in the past.

tyhen the news broke in the mid­ 
west the other week that Hoffa 
and his always apparent heir, Har­ 
old Gibbons, had launched 
“La­ 
bor’s Minute Men,” some of their 
opponents wondered why so brash 
and obvious a fund raising outfit 
was started. They discovered that 
the Teamster president-elect is des­ 
perate for funds. They believe his 
trials have already cost him al­ 
most $500,000. 
Deep in the Teamsters’ national 
headquarters there is a report that 
the tab for Hoffa’s Washington trial 
on bribry c h a r g e s 
alone hit 
$250,000. 


FURTHERMORE, it is estimated 
by New’ York legal talent, who 
need no radar to spot a big fee, 
that Hoffa spent at least $50,000 on 
the record and retainers in the 
wire tap case which limped in with 
a hung jury. Before that there 
were thousands of dollars more 
spent fighting a perjury indictment 
which was finally dismissed in the 
same federal court. 
Now Hoffa is due back on Jan. 
6 for retrial of the charges that he 
illegally wire tapped his Detroit 
aides. The estimate is that this 
retrial will run Hoffa upward of 
$25,000. 
These expenditures are just the 
installments on the high cost of due 
process and perpetual innocence. 
In a criminal trial the defense re­ 
tainers and cou.t costs are fre­ 
quently out-rocketed by the prepa­ 
ration purse. 
Before Hoffa walked into the vari­ 
ous federal courtrooms whose seats 
he warmed for weeks, his investi­ 
gators fanned out around the U.S. 
probing into prospective witnesses, 
doing tremendous r e s e a r c h on 
e v e r y conceivable government 
move. 


THOUSANDS of newspaper clips 
were photostated. Radio broadcasts 
were taped. Telecasts were kine- 
scoped and the films clipped. Cost­ 
ly transportation reached m igra­ 
tory proportions. Thousands of dol­ 
lars have been spent in hotel costs 
and long distance telephone calls. 
There were at least four lawyers 
at Hoffa’s side in the New York 
court. Three of these barristers 
are from out of town. These solici­ 
tors are solicitous of Iloffa — but 
not to the point of hysteria. They 
did not pay their o^n expenses. 
Few realize that not a penny of 
these tens of thousands of dollars 
is tax deductible. 
The Internal Revenue Service 
permits deduction of court ex­ 
penses only if the legal battles are 
part of one’s business. Obviously it 
is not part of Jim Hoffa’s normal 
activity, nor is it in the line of duty 
as a Teamster leader, to defend 
himself against criminal charges. 
This is obviously officially be­ 


lly V ic to r R iesel 


tween him and the government — 
not between the government and 
the Teamsters Brotherhood. 


THEREFORE, Hoffa must raise 
enormous amounts of accountable 
cash. With the McClellan Commit­ 
tee and special tax department 
units watching his 
union 
books. 
Hoffa cannot use union funds. Even 
if the union voted him the money, 
the public relations impact would 
be devastating. 
Hoffa could borrow the money. 
But he’d have to return it. With the 
Tax Dept, watching him care'ully, 
his failure to return the money 
would mean that he’d have to de­ 
clare it as income and pay taxes 


on' it. He could liquidate his busi­ 
ness holdings and personal prop­ 
erty. Some of this he has done. 
But he still is short. 
Obviously 
there had to be a defense fund. 
Braintruster Harold Gibbons con­ 
ceived “Labor’s Minute Men’’ and 
set it up with a directing board 
and constitution. In recent weeks 
Hoffa’s friends have been approach­ 
ing the leaders of Teamster Joint 
Councils from coast to coast, seek­ 
ing thousand dollar contributions 
from them. How much money has 
been raised, of course, is Gibbons’s 
story to tell. 
Justice may be blind, but ifs 
also expensive.

Cotton Corners

Dear Nephew: As far as I can 
see, 1958 has been no worse so far 
than 1957. No better either — but 
then I never did see any reason 
to expect any change one way or 
another just because the end of a 
calendar year had been reached. 
I did not celebrate anything on 
New Year’s Eve except the skill of 
the geniuses who made the Christ­ 
mas present you so thoughtfully 
gave to me. But on New Year’s 
Day, I celebrated my belated mas­ 
tery of outdoor firebuilding. 
This mastery was not achieved 
easily, as you have cause to re­ 
member. It was not until about 
three years ago that I finally real­ 
ized what I had been doing wrong 
with my 
firebuilding, t especially 
my winter firebuilding. 
Actually, the whole thing is so 
fundamental and obvious any fool 
should be able to comprehend it. 
But as I say, it did not leak 
through my armor-plated head un­ 
til a few years ago. 
There can be no fire until the 
material to be burned has been 
heated 
up 
to 
the 
temperature 
where it will burst into flame. The 
temperature will be higher for 
wet wood than dry wood, higher for 
green wood than seasoned wood. 
Moreover, for some of the wood 
that must be burned in outdoor 
fires there never will be any burst­ 
ing into flame at all. I have a 
white oak chunk that was taken off 
a log just above the stump of a 
tree hit by lightning that I have 
been trying to destroy for two win­ 
ters and still have not been able 
to burn. It will glow, but it will 
not flame. 
The secret of firebuilding, of 
course, is to heat the wood. In or­ 
der to do that, the wood must be 
arranged in a position to get hot. 
It must be close to the source 
of the heat, meaning the core of the 
fire. On New Year’s Day I burned 
all the trimmings and the main 
parts of two trees that were cut 
down only a month ago. The wood 
was green. The sap bubbled out of 
the cut ends. But by remembering 
that the wood had to be heated be­ 
fore it would burn, I got rid of the 
whole mess. 
This art was familiar to all the 
woodsmen who depended on such 
things for survival in former times. 
No doubt it is one of the things 
Boy Scouts learn at the scoutmas­ 
ter’s knee. But I wasted hours of 
my life and plagued myself with 
frustration because I did not know 
that in wintertime there could be 
no combustion outside unless the 


material to be burned was brought 
within heating distance of the cen­ 
tral blaze and preheated continu­ 
ously until ready to burst into 
flame. 
I now am ready to embark on 
a career of arson. I have mas­ 
tered the Promethean art, outdoor 
division, specializing in green, wet 
wood on windy winter days. Give 
me a bookful of matches and an 
armful of old newspapers, with an 
ample supply of dry kindling to 
get things started and I will burn 
up anything combustible. Give me 
three years and I will burn up 
what is left of that w’hite-oak snag, 
which is the most nonconbustible 
object I ever have found. 
Your aunt adds her best person­ 
al regards to mine and both of us 
send our best wishes for a happy 
new year.

This will put 
David Lawrence 
many an appeaser in the Western 
world on a tough spot for, until 
now, the argument has been re­ 
peatedly made that all 
that 
is 
necessary to merit and obtain dip­ 
lomatic recognition is for a gov­ 
ernment to be in complete mili­ 
tary control of the area which it 
governs. 
When, for example, those per­ 
sons opposed to the recognition of 
Red China 
have 
asserted 
that 
there is a moral as well as a legal 
question 
involved, 
the 
answer 
heretofore made by the appeasers 
has been that morality is not to 
be considered but only the simple 
facts of a government’s possession 
of a given territory. 
It is true that 
some 
govern­ 
ments, like that of Great Britain, 
did recognize the Red China gov­ 
ernment but this happened before 
the aggression of Red China in 
Korea and before this aggression 
was formally denounced by reso­ 
lution of the United Nations As­ 
sembly. Since the Korean war, no 
pro-Western country has extended 
diplomatic recognition to the Pei­ 
ping regime because rporal issues 
have clearly been at stake. 


THE 
REASON 
Moscow 
now 
wants the Red German 
govern­ 
ment 
given 
formal 
diplomatic 
recognition Is that this is one of 
the best ways of preventing the 
reunification of East 
and 
West 
Germany. The 
Soviets 
are 
not 
interested in ever seeing a united 
Germany. 
By budding up 
the 
prestige of the East German gov­ 
ernment, 
the Communists think 
they will have a leverage for a 
future negotiation, looking toward 
the establishment of a “neutral” 
belt in central Europe—a zone in 
which there are to be no armies, 
but where the international Com­ 
munist organization directed from 
Moscow will hold sway. 
By applying the outworn rules 
about diplomatic recognition, East 
Germany is to be hailed as a sep­ 
arate entity, 
with its 
own 
m a­ 
chinery of government. 
The East German 
regime, 
of 
course, is controlled by Moscow, 
and so, to a large extent, is the 
Peiping regime responsive to Mos­ 
cow’s dictation. Logic would seem 
to argue that recognition of Red 
China and Red Germany would in 
both cases ignore the same prin­ 
ciple of morality. 
Any expressed willingness on the 
part 
of 
Western 
governments. 


however, to recognize the R e d 
German regime would mean a 
setback to the hopes of all the 
people of both sections 
of 
Ger­ 
many. 
For 
it 
tends 
to 
make 
permanent what the 1945 armistice 
at the close of World War II in­ 
tended to be only temporary. 
There now are two Chinas, two 
Koreas, two Indo-Chinas and two 
Germanies, just because 
Soviet 
military power wills it so. 
The free nations of the world 
have not wished to use 
their 
forces to compel obedience to the 
wartime agreements that certain­ 
ly looked forward to reunification 
of occupied areas. 


THE COMMUNISTS regrettably, 
are supported by some elements 
in the West 
which 
are 
always 
willing to make a “ deal.” 
Appeasement of Khrushchev can 
prove of no more avail than did 
appeasement of Hitler, but never­ 
theless the sponsors of 
such 
a 
policy are willing now, as in the 
’30’s, to 
abandon 
principle 
in 
favor of compromise. 
In Britain, which usually 
pro­ 
fesses a high regar I for 
moral 
principle as 
against expediency, 
there has nevertheless been out­ 
spoken criticism of the American 
policy of refusing recognition to 
Red China. 
This is 
partly 
because 
Hong 
Kong, an important British colony 
on the mainland of China, is at 
the mercy of the Peiping regime. 
There is a pressure constantly, 
too, for more 
trade 
with 
Red 
China, and this in 
turn 
causes 
elements in the commercial world 
to seek to disregard moral princi­ 
ple in favor of materialistic con­ 
siderations. 
The situation now emerging with 
respect to East Germany may 
open the eyes of the entire West­ 
ern 
world, 
including 
the 
dis- 
enters in Great Britain. For dip­ 
lomatic recognition cannot be hon­ 
orably given to a government jusb 
because it is in control of a region 
or area on the theory that this is 
the customary 
rule. 
There 
are 
other considerations to be taken 
into account. 


TODAY DIPLOMATIC recogni­ 
tion means a vote of approval for 
what could result in a permanent 
setup. It ratifies government by 
force and the illegal control 
of 
territory whose peoples are really 
captives. 
It 
discourages 
any 
chance of reunification 
and 
en­ 
courages the aggressor to pursue 
his 
exploitation 
of 
neighboring 
countries. 
If ever the moral issue involved 
in extending diplomatic 
recogni­ 
tion was plainly underlined, it is 
in the case of the demand coming 
now from Moscow that the cap­ 
tive regime of East Germany be 
given a place in the family of na­ 
tions as a legitimate government 
on a parity with the free govern­ 
ment of West Germany. 
This is a typical 
example 
of 
what the Communists mean 
by 
“peaceful 
coexistence.” 
Ifs 
a 
synonym really f o r “peaceful 
surrender.”

A Geographic Situation 


Behind headlines growing out of 
economic and political ferment in 
Indonesia lie basic geographic fac­ 
tors that add to the troubles of the 
young republic. 
Indonesia not only covers 
an 
enormous aggregate area of some 
576,000 square miles; it is divided 
into more than 3.000 island frag­ 
ments scattered over the south­ 
west Pacific. 
Large and small, these lush vol­ 
canic chunks of land follow the 
Equator for a distance as far as 
from San Francisco to Boston. 
North to south, they extend 1,000 
miles. 
Beyond the easternmost i s l e s 
stretches Wsetern New Guinea, a 
wild land of potential wealth that 
has been a bone of contention 
since the Netherlands retained its 
control when Indonesia won inde- 
In its current effort to acquire 
the New Guinea territory, the In­ 
donesian government has t a k e n 
over many Dutch-owned e n t e r - 
prises. The action thus 
compli­ 
cates an economy already plagued 
by market losses, inflation, goods 
and housing shortages — and un­ 
rest in outlying provinces. 
In all, more than 80,000,000 peo­ 
ple — about half the population of 
the United States—live under the 
Indonesian flag. They represent a 
dozen Oriental and Pacific races, 
end speak at least 40 languages. 
Their varied cultures r e f l e c t 


modern European 
influences 
ss 
well as those of ancient migrations 
and invasions from India. China, 
and Malaya. Most of the people 
are Moslems, but there are large 
groups of Christians, Buddhists, 
and Hindus. 


The first system in America of 
registering the births of babies 
was esbalished in New Hampshire, 
which has records on file for the 
year 1640. soon after the colony 
was founded.
